Cheerful staff keep 
the area spotless 


Cost of social care 
is a 'time bomb’ 


HAVING recently 
read an article in 
The GEM on April 
6 regarding the 
amount of people 
taking up the 
‘bowel cancer 
screening test’, I 
would urge 

everyone to take the 
test. It is a simple 
painless procedure 
that could save 
your life. 

I recently turned 60 
and suffered a most 
horrendous stomach 
upset, which lasted quite 
a few weeks, I attended 
my GP twice and they 
sent off a sample which 
came back okay. 

However, in the 
meantime I received a 
bowel testing kit from 
Bowel Cancer Wales 
through the post. 

I completed the test 
and sent it off. In less 
than a week there was 
another kit sent through 
the post explaining that 
blood had been detected 
in the sample; whilst this 
was not necessarily 
anything to be concerned 
about, the message was 
‘Could I complete a 
second test?’ 

The second test was 
completed and again in 
less than a week I 
received a letter 
informing me that the 
second test highlighted 
blood in the sample and 
could I telephone to 
arrange a convenient 
time to discuss the 
matter with a specialist 
screening practitioner. 

The practitioner 
called me at the arranged 
time explaining that I 
would possibly need a 
colonoscopy, talked 
through my medical 
history and arranged a 
convenient time two 
weeks later for me to 
attend Llandough 

Hospital for the 
procedure. 


At all times she was 
positive, clear and 
concise explaining 
everything thoroughly 
and asked if I had any 
questions; if I thought of 
anything after the call 
she left her direct contact 
number. 

The letter and details 
for the preparation for 
the test was received 
within 48 hours. 

I attended hospital for 
the procedure, all the 
staff were extremely 
efficient and helpful. 

The procedure itself 
was carried out by the 
bowel surgeon who kept 
me informed at all times 
and my lovely 
practitioner stayed with 
me the whole time 
chatting and keeping me 
calm. 

A polyp was detected, 
removed immediately 
and sent off for analysis. 

It was explained that 
this was not necessarily 
cancerous but I would 
have the results back 
early next week 
(normally sooner but the 
Bank Holiday has 
intervened). 

I had a full written 
report of the procedure 
handed to me by my 
practitioner who once 
again took time to talk 
me through everything 
and keep me positive. 

The timescale for this 
has been under five 
weeks and the 
experience can only be 
described as efficient, 
dignified, caring and 
informative. 

Thank you to all the 
staff concerned and I am 
confident that no matter 
what the outcome of the 
results, I am lucky to be 
attended by such an 
excellent team of 
professionals.

Whitewell Road 
one-way trial 


A fter an 

overwhelming 
consensus from 
residents of Whitewell 
Road and adjacent 
areas, there has been 
a call to increase 
safety for residents 
and users by turning 
Whitewell Road into a 
one-way street. 

Since then, I have 
arranged two site visits, 
two expert opinions 
from highway engineers, 
periodic ‘drive-throughs’ 
by the director 
responsible for highways 
and even the managing 
director of the Vale 
Council. 

I called a series of 
meetings culminating in 
a meeting with the 
managing director, the 
director for highways 
and a senior highway 
engineer which took 
place on April 11. 

As a result of that 
meeting, I have received 
an email from Coun 
Peter King, cabinet 
member for building 
services, highways and 
transportation which 
reads: “I write with 
reference to your 
longstanding concerns of 
traffic safety on 
Whitewell Road in 
Barry. 

“As you will be 
aware, at your behest, in 
February this year the 
council’s traffic 
engineers undertook a 
series of assessments to 
record traffic 
movements, volumes 


and speeds along this 
route to establish if it 
would benefit from a 
‘one way only’ traffic 
scheme. 

“Whilst there is no 
compelling evidence to 
suggest that this would 
solve all the problems 
currently being 
experienced, I would be 
happy in my role as 
cabinet member for 
building services, 
highways and 
transportation, to 
recommend to a future 
meeting of the council’s 
cabinet that they 
authorise the 
introduction of an 
experimental ‘one way 
only’ traffic order for 
Whitwell Road, so that 
the possible benefits and 
any drawbacks of such a 
scheme can be properly 
assessed. 

“I trust this meets 
with your approval.” 

This trial is part of 
wider consultation 
process which will, of 
course, include our local 
residents enabling us all 
to observe the trial, 
make our own 
assessment and share our 
conclusions which will 
inform those who will 
make a future decision. 

As a local councillor, 

I am tenacious when 
representing Dyfan 
residents and I am 
delighted that I have 
ensured that the voice of 
local people continues to 
be heard.

NEWS FROM LLANTWIT 
MAJOR PROBUS CLUB 


THE meeting for 
April was held on 
Tuesday, April 11 in 
Illtud 216. 

Members were 

welcomed by vice 
president Matthew 
James, who thanked 
Roger Gullet for 
organising the Mint 
Experience trip in March, 
which was enjoyed by 
both Probus and Rotary 
club members. 

Unfortunately, the 
proposed river trip on the 
Thames from Windsor 
has been shelved due to 
cost and concerns about 
the travelling distance.

Tom Gardiner 

introduced our speaker, 
the Reverend Michael 
Wishart, who had been a 
chaplain in the Royal 
Navy for 17 years. 

Michael began by 
outlining his daily 
routine on board ship, or 
as he called it, his parish. 
Though a commissioned 
post, unlike the other 
services Royal Navy 
chaplains wear no badges 
of rank and he was 
addressed by all crew 
members as ‘Bish’ (short 
for Bishop). 

His morning routine 
was, as he put it, walking 
the parish visiting all the 
various departments for a 
chat and cups of tea, at 
the same time taking on 
board any concerns of 


the crew members. 

Michael emphasised 
that this is very necessary 
and, like being a parish 
priest, it is no good 
sitting in the Rectory 
waiting for parishioners 
to visit you. 

Lunch times were 
spent running on deck 
(weather and sea 
conditions permitting) 
and the afternoons 
chipping paint, taking 
turns on watch and 

generally helping out 

where needed. 

His role as chaplain 
also embraced the job of 
entertainments officer, 
running the ship’s radio 
programmes. News 
bulletins were taken from 
the daily teleprinter 
messages and he 

extracted those of 

interest. 

If nothing was that 
interesting, a few bogus 
football results were 
thrown in the mix to 
promote interest and 
chat. 

With no rank, he was 
able to visit and eat in 
any of the mess decks 
and had many interesting 
questions and deep talks 
on Christianity and 
religion in general. 

Michael was quite 
adamant on the 
importance of always 
looking like a priest and 
wearing the correct dress 
of surplice etc when 
conducting services, and 
not fatigues like we often 
see today. He once took a 
service fully robed on a 
beach in Cyprus while on 
detachment with the 
Army.

The USA learns of 
encounter with 
German sub U-156 


THE recent speaker at 
Cowbridge U3A was the 
sprightly nonagenarian 

Captain David Jones, who gave 
an illustrated account of his 
encounter with the German 
submarine U-156 and her 
commander, Werner 

Hartenstein, in September 
1942. 

A week earlier, the U-boat had 
torpedoed and sunk the RMS Laconia, 
then attempted to rescue the survivors; 
there had been over 2,600 on board, 
including nearly 1,800 Italian 
prisoners of war. Hartenstein was 
forced to abort the rescue when his 
vessel came under attack from an 
American B-24 Liberator bomber. 

Captain Jones is from a farming 
background in Ceredigion, but, in 1939 
at the age of 14, he applied 
successfully to become a Merchant 
Navy officer cadet on HMS Conway, 
leaving home a mere 48 hours after 
war had been declared to start training. 

In September 1942, he was one of 
six officer cadets on board the SS 
Quebec City, bound for the UK via 
Ereetown, Sierra Leone, (and not in a 
convoy) with a cargo of general goods 
and cotton. As well as assisting 
Captain William Caradoc Thomas in 
sailing the ship, the cadets were also in 
charge of the guns. 

On September 19 when the ship was 
near Ascension Island, Capt Jones 
decided to have a shower. Contrary to 
standard procedure, he locked the door. 

That was when the vessel was struck 
by a torpedo from U-156. The locked 
door jammed, so the naked cadet was 
forced to squeeze out of a porthole, 
pulling his lifejacket out after him. 

The captain had ordered the crew to 
abandon ship, so the young officer 
took his place as bowman on lifeboat 
No 2, amid many ribald comments 
from the sailors - he was not to have 
any proper clothes for 30 days, apart 
from an RAE scarf. 

The submarine surfaced and the 
lifeboats were ordered alongside. 
Hartenstein was concerned about the 


survivors’ well-being and indicated 
that it would have been his wish to tow 
them at least some distance to the 
African coast, but explained that he 
was not able to do so as he recently had 
been attacked while attempting to aid 
survivors. The Quebec City was sunk 
by gunfire; two crewmen had been 
killed, probably in the initial torpedo 
explosion. 

There were 20 survivors in No 1 
lifeboat (under the command of Capt 
Thomas), who were eventually rescued 
by a Royal Navy ship. The lifeboat that 
David Jones was in contained 24 men 
and they had a journey of 1,250 miles 
and 20 days ahead of them, on only six 
ounces of water daily, before reaching 
the coast of Liberia. 

The survivors then endured 10 days 
ashore before their SOS made out of 
palm leaves was spotted by aircraft. 

Containers of food and other 
supplies were dropped by parachute, 
along with a note: “Don’t go away; 
rescue on its way.” 

The men were eventually taken to 
Ereetown to be transferred to a UK- 
bound ship. By this time, Capt Jones 
had malaria and an injured leg that was 
becoming gangrenous. He arrived in 
Swansea on November 8, 1942, seven 
weeks after the sinking. His mother’s 
first words to her 17 year old son were 
“Where have you been?” 

Capt Jones was to spend five years 
on active service in the Mercantile 
Marine in the Atlantic and the 
Mediterranean. 

What happened to U-156? During 
his fifth patrol, Hartenstein and his 
entire crew were killed in action, east 
of Barbados on March 8, 1943 by 
depth charges dropped from a US 
Catalina aircraft. 

Next meeting: a talk entitled: ‘Lost 
for Words’ (an inspirational story of 
overcoming adversity) by Alan 
Badmington at 2pm on Wednesday, 
May 10 in Cowbridge Town Hall.

A solemn Saturday as 
Porthcawl remembers 
the Samtampa disaster 



At certain low tides, the Samtampa engine block is still visible. 



A SERVICE will 
be held at All 
Saints Church, 
Porthcawl, at 3pm 
on Saturday, April 
22, in memory of 
those lost at Sker 
Point 70 years ago. 

PorthcawTs 
combined rescue 
services, made up of 
Porthcawl Unit of UK 
Coastguard Agency, 
Porthcawl RNLI and 
Porthcawl Fire Service, 
together with Porthcawl 
Museum, will remember 
the tragedy of the 
liberty ship SS 
Samtampa and the 
RNLI’s Mumbles 
lifeboat Edward Prince 
of Wales. 

The crews of both 
vessels, 47 in total, 
perished in a raging 
storm that swept up the 
Bristol Channel on April 
23,1947. 

The spokesperson for 
the service of 
remembrance, Ross 
Martin, a deputy launch 
authority at Porthcawl 
lifeboat station, said: “It 
is almost impossible for 
us to imagine the 
conditions during that 
storm 70 years ago.” 

The Samtampa had 
sailed from her home 
port of Middlesbrough a 
few days earlier and 
entered the Bristol 


Channel during a storm. 

Mr Martin continued: 
“Although shelter was 
sought along the north 
Devon coast, neither 
engine power nor 
anchors could hold the 
vessel and she was 
blown across the 
channel towards the 
south Wales coast. A 
distress call was made 
and The Mumbles 
lifeboat was launched 
into the teeth of the 
storm to attempt a 


rescue of the crew 
aboard the drifting ship. 

“The Samtampa was 
washed onto rocks at 
Sker Point and was 
broken in three. 

“Attempts to rescue 
the crew from the shore 
by Porthcawl 
coastguards failed due 
to the strength of the 
gale-force wind. 

“The Mumbles 
lifeboat was found 
upturned on Sker rocks 
the following morning. 


The crew - all from The 
Mumbles - had perished 
during the night in their 
efforts to save the 
casualties on board the 
Liberty ship”. 

Mr Martin added that 
it is expected that 
relatives of the 
casualties will travel 
from the Middlesbrough 
area and the Mumbles 
area to take part in the 
church service to 
commemorate those 
lost. 
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Golf club members 
at funeral are 
blasted as ‘yobbish’ 


MOURNERS at a 
recent committal at 
Margam 
Crematorium 
described the 
behaviour of 
members of the 
Royal Porthcawl 
Golf Club (RPGC), 
who were there to 
attend another 
service, as 
“yobbish”. 

The club confirmed 
that it was responding 
to a letter of complaint 
from a woman who 
had attended a funeral 
at the crematorium. 

That woman, a close 
relative of the 
deceased, contacted 
The GEM with a copy 
of her letter to the 
club’s secretary, 
Michael Newland, 
detailing her complaint 
and calling on the club 
to take action. 

The woman, who 
does not wish to be 
named, detailed what 
she, and others, 
witnessed: “The 
funeral was scheduled 
for 1.30pm and when 
our hearse and cars 
drew up a couple of 
minutes before, my 
family and I were 


asked to stay in the car. 

“We didn’t think 
anything was amiss; 
the fact that we didn’t 
recognise any of the 
people standing outside 
the entrance was, we 
thought, due to the 
previous funeral 
running a little late.” 

She said that after a 
short while, the 
family’s funeral 
director led them into 
Margam and the 
committal service took 
place. 

She continued: “We 
found out afterwards 
the reason for the 
delay. 

“It was because of 
members of RPGC - 
they were identified by 
their club ties - 
insisting on standing 
near the entrance, 
making a lot of noise 
and refusing to move 
away.” 

The mourner was 
told that the RPGC 
service was not due to 
begin until 2pm. 

She said: “The 
funeral they were 
attending wasn’t due to 
start until 2pm, so why 
they were milling 
about before and 
blocking the entrance 


Glamorgan WIs 
helping to 
preserve jewel 
in the crown 


ON April 3, 200 
ladies from the 
Glamorgan 
Federation of 
Women’s Institutes, 
attended a lunch at 
the Aberavon Beach 
Hotel - to support 
an appeal for 
Denman College. 

The jewel in the WI’s 
crown is a grade II listed 
Georgian mansion set in 
17 acres of grounds at 
Marcham near Abingdon.

It offered residential and 
day courses in cooking, 
crafts and lifestyle and 
continues to do so today.

relative had lived, 
which had been 
perfect. 

“But this incident 
has had a negative 
impact on our family 
and friends, most 
cannot believe what 
they witnessed.” 

She continued: “I 
was upset on learning 
what happened, but 
now I am absolutely 
furious. 

“I know not every 
club tie wearing 
member was involved 
but, on the whole, most 
‘culprits’ were wearing 


them.” 

The GEM contacted 
Mr Newland of RPGC 
for comment. 

He replied: “I can 
confirm that I have 
received a letter from a 
woman whose [close 
relative’s] funeral took 
place at Margam 
Crematorium 
immediately before the 
funeral of a member of 
Royal Porthcawl Golf 
Club. 

“I am replying 
directly to that letter.” 

The club, which 
received its ‘Royal’ 
prefix in 1909, hosted 
the 2014 Senior Open 
Championship and will 
again in July.

MAN JAILED 
FOR EIGHT 
YEARS AFTER 
ROBBERY 
RAMPAGE 


A SERIAL robber 
from Penarth has 
received an 

extended sentence 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court, after taking 
part in a rampage of 
crime. 

Daniel Jones (34) was 
branded by Judge Jeremy 
Jenkins as a “dangerous 
offender” and was jailed 
for eight years and four 
months. He will be on 
licence for a further three 
years. 

Jones, of Comers well 
Road, admitted five 
charges of robbery and 
the same number for 
possessing a bladed 
article. 

Judge Jenkins said he 
believed there was a 
significant risk of Jones 
reoffending. 

He pointed out that he 
had exploited in a cruel 
way the vulnerability of 
his victims. 

It was revealed that 
Jones had a record of 96 
previous offences, 
including robbery, theft, 
causing grievous bodily 
harm and possessing 
heroin. 

Andrew Davies, 
prosecuting, said that in 
the early hours of 
Sunday, February 13, 
Jones and a woman got 
into a taxi in the

Riverside area of Cardiff 
and told the driver to take 
them to Barry, stopping 
en route via a cash point 
in Penarth Road. 

Jones then took from 
his waistband a 12-inch 
knife, terrifying the 
driver as it was held to 
his head and Jones 
shouted: “Give me all 
your money, or I’ll kill 
you.” 

The victim handed 
over £200 before the 
couple ran off. Later that 
day, Jones committed 
another robbery at 
Lifestyle Express in 
Cowbridge Road East, 
Canton. 

Brandishing a potato 
peeler, he told the 
shopkeeper to open the 
till, but bravely, she 
refused and said the 
police were on their way. 

Jones walked behind 
the counter and made off 
with tobacco worth £50. 

In the afternoon of that 
day, he went to Lloyds 
Baiik in the same road. 
With his hood up, he 
requested cash. Instead 
of taking out his bank 
card, he took out a stolen 
knife and demanded the 
money, jabbing the 
weapon towards a 


member of staff. 

Mr Davies said he fled 
with about £1,500. 

In a victim impact 
statement, the bank 
manager said she had 
feared for the safety of 
her staff. 

His next target, said 
Mr Davies, was 
McDonalds in the 
Capital Retail Park, 
Leckwith, in the early 
hours of February 16, 
when he climbed over 
the counter armed with a 
knife, demanding money, 
saying: “If you listen to 
me, no-one will get 
hurt.” 

On this occasion, he 
made off with £195 in 
notes and a large amount 
in coins. The following 
day, he robbed a post 
office, holding a six-inch 
knife. 

The victim was told to 
hand over the money 
before he took £7,000 in 
cash. 

Acting on intelligence, 
the police spotted Jones 
in the Cardiff Bay area, 
smoking crack cocaine. 
He had on him £2,000. 

His counsel, Kevin 
Seal, said Jones had 
shown great remorse, but 
had relapsed into the use 
of drugs following the 
breakdown of a 
relationship.

‘Optimistic’ 
beekeepers can’t 
let the horrors of 
the Asian Hornet 
get them down 


AN in-depth inspection at the 
Fonmon Apiary has now been 
undertaken thanks to some 
days of sunshine. 

One of the colonies was not as 
vigorous as the others and has 
consequently died out. This is not at all 
unusual and having more than one 
colony means I can make up the loss 
by splitting a colony as part of swarm 
control as the season progresses. 

There are those who desire only one 
hive of bees but winter losses are, as I 
have said, not unusual. Having a 
minimum of two colonies does at least 
give the beekeeper some backup, and 
the opportunity to replace a lost 
colony. 

It is my intention to replace the 
floors on three hives, as wear and tear 
is always with us. Today the floors 
have mesh instead of solid wood in 
them; the purpose of the mesh is to 
allow bits of wax, bits of bees, bits of 
pollen and dead Varroa Mites to fall 
through into a collecting drawer, as 
well as providing ventilation. 

An examination of the drawer debris 
gives some indication as to the state of 
the hive and of course, a count of the 
dead mites (and sometimes live mites) 
informs you of the infestation level. 

The contents of one drawer is sent 
off to the NBU (National Bee Unit) in 
York where the scientists there will 
also carry out an inspection and be 
looking out for anything I might have 
missed. 


Beekeepers are now on the alert for 
the Asian hornet! This is a foreign 
import that was found last year in two 
locations in the UK. This hornet is a 
predator of insects and in particular the 
Honey Bee. 

Once it finds a colony of bees (i.e. 
your hive) it will recruit others of its 
kind and they will hover around a hive 
and catch returning foragers - and 
dismember them before returning to 
their nest where the bee parts become 
food for the growing hornet larvae. 

Over the past two years I have had a 
trap (provided by the NBU) designed 
to catch the Asian Hornet hung up in 
the apiary and it may well be required 
this year. 

The hornet was accidently imported 
into France some time ago and has 
spread rapidly. The English Channel 
has not proved to be a barrier. 

But that is enough of the downside 
of things, a new season is upon us and 
the bees are foraging whenever 
conditions allow and my recent 
inspection has shown queen activity 
(egg laying) in progress. 

Oilseed rape is in the area and the 
bees will use the pollen and nectar 
from this crop. 

Charles Dickens has a character 
with ‘great expectations’! And as ever 
I also have great expectations for this 
year. You have to be eternally 
optimistic when you are a beekeeper.

Farmers need

NFU CYMRU has

Government 
saltation, the 
identified that 
Penalty Notices (FPNs) 
have the potential to be a 
fast and efficient method 
to tackle crime and 
ensure the ‘polluter 
pays’. However, to be 
effective the FPN needs 
to be significantly more 
than the cost of disposing 
of the waste legally. 

NFU Cymru Rural 
Affairs Board chairman 
Hedd Pugh said; “While 
FPNs are a welcome step 
forward in tackling fly¬ 
tipping, their usefulness 
may be undermined by

the fact that there is no 
statutory duty on local 
authorities to investigate 
fly-tipping on private 
land. 

“We believe that fly- 
tipping is a crime, 
irrespective of where it 
occurs, and authorities 
should afford the same 
level of priority to 
private land as publicly 
owned sites. 

“We remain extremely 
concerned that the onus 
of clearing the site 
following fly-tipping 
remains the respon¬ 
sibility of the 
landowner - it is grossly 
unfair that the cost and 
burden should fall on 
farmers who are the 
victims of crime. 

“NFU Cymru has 
highlighted, through the 
consultation, that the 
receipts from FPNS must 
be used to support 
farmers with the clear-up 
costs where the crime has 
occurred on farmland.”

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‘Parry in Penarth’ 
concert honours 
a great composer 


MUSICIANS, 
singers and Joseph 
Parry enthusiasts 
will be gathering on 
Sunday, April 23, at 
St Augustine’s 
Church - to 
celebrate the life 
and music of 
Wales’s greatest 
19th century 
composer, whose 
grave is in the 
churchyard at St 
Augustine’s. 

Lovers of Parry’s 
music will be delighted 
to learn that St 
Augustine’s will be 
echoing to his work 
during the ‘Parry in 
Penarth’ event which has 
been organised jointly 
between the Friends of 
St Augustine’s and Ty 
Cerdd (Music Centre 
Wales). 

The programme will 
include a lecture/recital, 
a concert and a Cymanfa 
Ganu. 

Contributors include 
Alun Guy (conductor), 
David Thomas (organ), 
Sioned Terry (mezzo- 
soprano), Brian Ellsbury 
(piano), Frank Bott 
(Parry biographer) and 
the Cardiff Ardwyn 
Singers. Apart from the 
great favourites 
‘Myfanwy’ and 
‘Aberystwyth’ the 
programme will include 
many of Parry’s songs, 
and will end with a 
Cyfmanfa Ganu (hymn 
singing festival). 

Penarth has had many 
eminent residents over 
the years, but few can 
have been better known 
towards the end of 19th 
and early 20th centuries 
than the Welsh composer 
Dr Joseph Parry, who 
lived in Penarth for 15 


years. 

Such was his fame, 
that when he died in 
1903, thousands of 
people lined the streets 
of Penarth and followed 
the cortege up to St 
Augustine’s, where he 
was buried. 

One hundred and 
fourteen years later, his 
fame has declined, but 
people still come from 
far and wide to visit his 
grave and recall a 
prodigious composer 
who journeyed from pit 
boy at nine in Merthyr 
Tydfil, to the USA with 
his family at 13 (where 
he worked in the rolling 
mills while studying 
music). 

He returned home to 
become a central figure 
in Welsh academic and 
musical life, and wrote 
hundreds of hymn tunes 
and songs, anthems and 
chorales. 

Parry’s grave is now 
in need of repair and 
conservation, and the 
money raised from the 
event will go towards 
its restoration. 

Parry in Penarth, 
which starts at 2.15pm, 
includes a lecture/recital, 
tea and concert. Tickets 
for this are £10 on the 
door. The Cymanfa 
Ganu starts at 6.30pm 
(free entry but there will 
be a voluntary collection 
for the grave). 

Organisers want this to 
be a joyous day of 
gratitude and affection 
for one of our very own 
Penarth ‘greats’! 

The morning service 
at St Augustine’s 
(10.45am) will have 
Parry hymns and a Parry 
voluntary - all are 
welcome.

THE forecasted

A STRONG COMMUNITY 
WITH A BRIGHT FUTURE?’ 


I T was nice to see the Vale Council 
crowing that they are in the running 
to be named as the best local 
authority in the UK (The GEM, April 
13). 

Commenting on the possible award, council 
managing director, Rob Thomas said: “In 2016, we 
announced a new vision to build strong 
communities with a bright future.” 

Perhaps the sponsors of this award. The 
Municipal Journal should look at how they are 
achieving this vision by allowing the siting of a 
biomass incinerator in the midst of a densely 
populated urban area, which will adversely affect 
the quality of life of hundreds, if not thousands, of 
people - and negatively impact on future waterfront 
development and tourism. 

Erightened by losing on appeal the refusal of the 
original planning application, the Vale just rolled 
over when a revised one was put to them in 2015, 
which significantly increased emissions of air 
pollutants more than five-fold. In particular, 
nitrogen oxide will go up from 0.8132 g/s to 
4.5g/s - one of the main reasons for increasing the 
stack height from 20m to 43m. 

These gases react to form smog and acid rain as 
well as being central to the formation of fine 
particles and ground level ozone, both of which are

Toxic brownfield sites

O VER the last 
year much 
has been 

written about the 
proposed expansion 
of housing 
developments in 
Cardiff and the 
Vale, which will 
affect everyone. 

Ten years ago, I 
attended a seminar at the 
County Hall, Cardiff on 
the above proposals. We 
were told that the 
Government planned to 
create a metropolis in 
the region between 
Newport and Bridgend, 
where all suburbs would 
merge closer together 
ensuring a high density 
of traffic movement. 

It was also submitted 
that junction 33 of the 
M4 would host a retail 
park, coach station, bus 
station and a hotel. In 
addition, 5,000 parking 
spaces would be 
allocated for shoppers, 
as well as 3,000 spaces 
for employees.

before the M4 came into 
existence, I studied the 
proposed plans for the 
route it would take. I 
was informed that the 
residential areas of south 
east Wales would alter 
and that new 
developments would be 
built near to the 
motorway. 

Hence today, Cardiff 
is one of the UK’s 
fastest growing cities 
with 80,000 people 
already commuting into 
the capital region, and 
causing congestion on 
the roads, which is bad 
for business.

‘Porthkerry wildlife 
continues to thrive’ 


O N behalf of 
Porthkerry 
Wildlife 

Group I would like 
to thank Laurie 
Owen for his 
interesting article in 
the Barry and 
Penarth GEM on 
April 13 ‘Nostalgic 
ramble in 
Porthkerry’. 

It was fascinating to 
read about his 
adventures in Porthkerry 
Park when he was a boy. 

I have no explanation 
for the lack of birds in 
Knockmandown Wood. 
Perhaps the carrion 
crows (or even the 
resident buzzards) were 
on the prowl for 
fledglings and the birds 
were keeping quiet. 

However, when the 
group recently surveyed 
a small section of Mill 
Wood near the sawmill 


we counted 15 robins, 
two song thrushes, five 
blackbirds, two 
nuthatches, a green 
woodpecker and loads of 
tits, all singing or 
calling. 

Our ponds may have 
been quiet on that day, 
but on our night survey 
for amphibians at the 
end of March we 
counted nearly 400 toads 
and frogs in the ponds 
and stream nearby. A 
very healthy population 
considering that the 
ponds haven’t been there 
long, and withstand 
periods of drought and 
disturbance from dogs. 
The spawn has all 
hatched out now and the 
tadpoles are always a bit 
hard to see. 

Eortunately for all of 
us quite a lot of the 
wildlife in Porthkerry 
Park continues to thrive.

cinemas, the first since 
the tragic passing of co¬ 
lead Paul Walker. 

With his character 
Brian retired from a life 
of crime, the rest of the 
gang have settled into a 
seemingly normal life. 

But when they find 
themselves caught up in 
the web of the 
mysterious Cipher 
(Charlize Theron), the 
likes of Vin Diesel’s 
Dom, Michelle 
Rodriguez’s Letty, 
Dwayne Johnson’s 
Hobbs and the rest have 
to work together to stop 
her - but she has more 
up her sleeve than she 
lets on... 

The constant one- 
upmanship of the Fast & 
Furious franchise has 
meant that each 
subsequent installment 
has never failed to catch 
the eye, through jaw- 
dropping action 
sequences and, rarely for 
blockbusters that seem 
to leave their brains at 
the door, engaging 
narratives. 

Fast & Furious 8 
wholly embraces this 
template, with the added 
wri nk le that it appears 
Vin Diesel’s Dom has 
turned his back on his 
family (a word that 
seems to be the most 
used in the franchise) 
and gone rogue. 

A slight deviation 
from the usual driving of 
fast cars and stopping 
dangerous criminals 
then? A little, but in 
trying to push the story 
this way, what is lacking 
is the joyous sense of 
fun and ridiculousness 
that you get elsewhere. 

While the Dom strand 
of the film lacks energy 
and surprise once the 
stakes are revealed, 
elsewhere there is 
enough plain daftness, 
humour and energy to 
keep you watching. 

In a way it's like two 
films are taking place, 
one an overwrought 
drama that sees a man 
turn his back on the ones 
he loves out of a sense 


of duty, doing the wrong 
thing for the right 
reasons - and one an 
action film that dials up 
the testosterone and 
doesn’t take itself too 
seriously. 

Fortunately the latter 
wins out. 

Despite having top 
lined all but one of these 
films, Vin Diesel is a 
more of a physical 
presence than an acting 
one, so giving him the 
majority of the 
emotional heavy lifting 
fails to pay dividends. 

With a furrowed brow 
and a mangled delivery 
(not helped by 
portentous and clunky 
dialogue), Diesel proves 
that he works best when 
he has his charismatic 
co-stars to bounce off. 

Thankfully the other 
cast members fare better. 
While regulars like 
Michelle Rodriguez and 
Chris Bridges are 
sidelined a little, it 
doesn’t matter when you 
have Dwayne Johnson, 
Jason Statham, Tyrese 
and Kurt Russell 
knocking around with 
each other. 

Pitching their 
performances perfectly, 
the time spent with these 
characters as they 
prepare to track down 
Dom are the most 
enjoyable parts of the 
film, especially Johnson 
and Statham’s chemistry, 
the pair great fun 
together. 

Having Charlize 
Theron bring the 
villainous Cipher to life 
is a coup for a film 
where even Helen 
Mirren pops up for a few 
minutes, but while the 
actress brings gravitas to 
the character, there’s just 
not enough in the script 
to make her compelling 
enough, her muddled 
MO explained away in 
one monologue. 

Writer Chris Morgan 
is a series veteran, and 
as such his screenplay 
knows just where to go 
and what to do. It’s not 
writing on auto-pilot. 


more a knowledge of the 
characters and their 
behaviour, the sense of 
familiarity comforting. 

If some of the 
dialogue doesn’t pass 
muster, then Morgan’s 
ability to keep the story 
moving is a great 
positive, the film never 
lacking for momentum. 

Director F Gary Gray 
has previous with cars 
on film, having helmed 
The Italian Job remake 
in 2003, and here he 
brings a sheen of 
professionalism, but 
seems a little too often 
to get caught up in 
making a 'Fast & 
Furious" film rather than 
bringing his own 
personality to 
proceedings. 

The grandiose set 
pieces are delivered with 
no little style (and a little 
questionable CGI) but 
(Tray never seems to 
stamp his own mark on 
the film itself. 

While every Fast film 
since the atrocious 
fourth outing has got 
bigger and better. Fast & 
Furious 8 doesn’t make 
the leap in quality from 
the last outing. 

While still wildly 
enjoyable, it’s dragged 
down by attempts to 
make something deep 
and meaningful where 
there shouldn’t be - less 
drama would make this 
more Fast & Furious! 

VERDICT - For a 
film series on its eighth 
outing. Fast & Furious 8 
is a ridiculously action- 
packed affair, a glorious 
cacophony of carnage - 
it’s just a shame Vin 
Diesel wanted to use it 
as a showcase for his 
‘acting’ talent. 

When it channels the 
fun of the other films it 
soars, thanks to the 
charisma of the rest of 
the cast and some 
wondrous action set- 
pieces. Recommended.

We are being asked to waste two of the 24 
months to negotiate the hard Brexit May 
promises, while also facing crisis in Syria and 
North Korea. 

“This is the actions of an opportunist 
politician, not a solid reliable PM putting her 
country first.”

“I was so ashamed of 
myself that I didn’t want 
to leave the house, and I 
had no energy to do 
anything so I’d just sit on 
the sofa and eat junk food 
every night. It was a 
vicious cycle. 

“The fact is, I had 
given up on who I was 
after a lifetime of being 
told that I would never 
amount to anything. I 
was determined that 


something had to change. 

He explained: “ When 
I first joined Slimming 
World, I was shy and 
embarrassed so I sat at 
the back and didn’t speak 
to anyone to start with 
but staying at the class 
helped me immensely - 
the love and support 
from my consultant and 
the family atmosphere of 
the group was unlike any 
other I had tried before. 
The plan was easy to 
follow and more 
importantly -1 was never 
hungry!”

Martin soon

His health has now 
improved dramatically.

Martin said: “I’m now 
helping 300 members 
lose weight each week 
but I’m on a mission to 
help lower the obesity 
rates within the Vale in 
my new role as Team 
Developer.

I don’t believe the 
result will be perfect, 
nor do I believe that we 
have the right people 
negotiating it, but 
whatever the result is, it 
will be one made by us 
here in Britain, and not 
one imposed upon us by 
EU bureaucrats and Erau 
Merkel et al.
